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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is in responding to the amendment filed 08/26/2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,4-17,20,21,23-27,29,32-37 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claims 1,16, 
17, 24, 27, 32, 33, 37, the prior art as taught by Glass( US. Patent 6,629, 128 ) in view of 
Gardner( US. Patent 6,058,391), do not teach on render obvious the limitations recited in claims 
1,31 and 41, when taken in the context of the claims as a whole, an alias class to define alias 
instances, each alias instance representing a command within the set of commands; a verb class, 
each verb instance representing behavior available through an alias instance; a parameter class to 
define parameters accepted by a verb instance; a format class to define format instances, each 
format instance having a list of properties to be displayed through an alias instance; a property 
class to define property instances, each property instance representing a property from a property 
list; a connection class to define connection instances, each connection instance representing 
connection parameters used by an alias instance to establish a connection to the target schema 
object model; a qualifier class to define qualifier instances, each qualifier instance representing 
constraints on elements of an alias instance; a localized string class to define localized string 
instances, each localized string instance representing a text localization for translating text into a 
localized language; and a see-also association to associate an alias instance with other related 
alias instance as recited in the independent claims 1, 16, 17, 24, 27, 32, 33, 37. Moreover, 
evidence for modifying the prior art teachings by one of ordinary skill level in the art was not 
uncovered so as to result in the invention as recited in claims 1, 16, 17, 24, 27, 32, 33, 37.
